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Current Position 


of the P.G.E. 


By JOHN A. FRASER 


In a recent trip over the P.G.E. I 
was agreeably surprised to learn of 
the extent of the interest and optimism 
which pervades the managerial and 
operating personell of this unfortun- 
ate road as a result of the steadily 
improving physical condition of the 
road. 

Out of Squamish preparations are 
under way forthe replacing of the or- 
iginal light steel with heavier weight 
rails, and the extensive replacement 
of the original ties. Ties and steel 
are already strung out and ready for 
replacing the old rails to the Cheak- 
amus Summit. 

A general condition of optimism 
pervades the n.anagen:ent and working 
personell. It is manifestly clear that 
all concerned are highly elated at the 
prospect of eliminating the deadly 
effect of the continual operating de- 
ficit. Itis quite apparent that all hands 
are satisfied that with the completion 
of the laying of heavier steel and the 
advent of diesel power there will be 
an end to this operating deficit. The 
introduction of diesel power has dem- 
onstrated the possibility of sizable 
savings in expense over steam. One 
diesel engine now brings the train 
from Squamiish to Quesnel and back 
again, where formerly three steam 
engines were necessary, and the ex- 
pense of operation of the dieselis very 
appreciably less than steani power. 
This saving in power willhave a bene- 
ficial effect on the reduction of the 
operating deficit. 

Onthetripfrom Squamish to Ques- 
nel there were a number of tourists 
and it was very satisfactory to note 
the interest expressed in the scenery 
andthe extent and variety of our natur- 
al resources. It occured to me that 
if the trip could be made in daylight 
it wouldbe adistinct drawing card for 
this desirable type of passenger. At 
present passengers leave Vancouver 
ac9:30 a.m., but it is 3:00 p.m. be- 
fore the train is reached and departs 
from Squamish. If the road were com- 
pletedto North Vancouver and passen- 
gers could entrain there at the same 
hour, a much greater part of the trip 
couldbe coveredin daylight. I under- 
standthat one of the objectives of the 
management is to arrange a schedule 


that will permit of a much greater 
part of the trip being made in daylight. 
At the present time nothing of the 
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country north of Lillooet can be seen 
in daylight, either going North or south. 


In regard to the completion of the 
road to Prince George, it should be 
borne in mind that there is potential 
traffic East and West of Prince George 
Thereis substantial production of all 
kinds of agricultural products and 
livestock all along the C.N.R. line, 
all of which havetheir potential mar- 
ket in Vancouver where at present 
this production proceeds to Edmonton 
for processing and shipment to Van- 
couver, its logical destination. Com- 
mon sense should dictate its direct 
transit to Vancouver over the com- 
pleted P.G. E. The completion of the 
P.G.E. from Prince George to Van- 
couver should enable producers to 
ship their livestock to Vancouver 
without the necessity of unloading. 


The original objective of the P. G. E. 
was the colonization of the vast in- 
terior of the Province, and there is 
ample evidence at present that this 
area servedby the roadis adding sub- 
stantially to the population of the 
Province. Acasual glance at any part 
of the route served by the railway 
evidences the substantial growth in 
population and industry of all kinds. 


At the present time there appears 
tobe some hesitation in regard to the 
conipletion of the proposed hydro dev- 
elopment onthe Quesnel River, andthe 
general reason assumed for this sit- 
uation seems to be the salmon fishing 
Situation. It would seem reasonable 
that this hesitation can be temporary 
only andit is hoped that a satisfactory 
solution can be arrived at. 


Parked along the line of the P. G. E. 
from Squamish to Lillooet there are 
from 75 to 100 cars loaded with steel 
rails, the greater part of which is 
destined for the line from Quesnel to 
Prince George. I am also informed 
that a quantity of steel rails is to be 
shipped to Prince George so that 
track-laying can proceed from both 
ends when the grade is made ready 
for this final operation. 


At the present time with the de- 
cision of the Coalition Government 
to proceed actively with completion 
of the line to Prince George, the en- 
thusiasm of the management and op- 
erating Departments at the prospect 
of the elimination of the depressing 
operating deficit, this so-called White 
Elephant should be transformed into 
aprosperous and Class 1 railway and 
amply justify the foresight, of the or- 
iginal promotors. 


Security, or Tourist Dollars ?

In July 1943 I was walking down 
George Street in Prince George. The 
town was in the throes of the wartime 
boom. Tothe south a 6 million dollar 
airport was undey construction; to the 
north, an army barracks capable of 
handling 5,000 troops. The town had 
jumpedfrom 5 to 10 thousand in pop- 
ulation as construction workers and 
troops poured in from all directions. 
Traffic on the main streets was as 
heavy as on Hastings or Granville 
streets in Vancouver. 

Ihad just deliveredaload of lumber 
to the barracks under construction 
and was turning intoacafeto get some 
lunch when an American Army officer 
buttonholed me. ‘‘I want men for a 
railway survey job, ’’ he said abruptly. 
‘“What are you doing now?’’ 

Itold him I was hauling lumber for 
the barracks from Quesnel to Prince 
Goerge for H. J. Gardner & Sons. 

‘“‘Hm, better stick to that, it’s im- 
portant. Hey, youtwo,’’ he called out 
turning to a couple of working men 
passing by, ‘‘What kind of work are 
you engaged in...’’ 

I went into the crowded cafe and sat 
near the cashier on the only vacant 
stool and watched the officer and the 
twomen. From the length of their con- 
versation and expressions I knew that 
the American Army had just hired an- 
other couple for their survey crew - 
surveying for a railroad from Prince 
George to Alaska. 

Atthat time the Japanese were still 
holding some of the islands in the 
Aleutians, and the allied forces had 
not yet driven them out. The threat 
was serious andthe allies were spar- 
ing no cost to establish an adequate 
network of defences throughout the 
northwest. Realizing how vulnerable 
Alaska would be were the sea lanes 
cut, the 1500 mile Alaska Highway was 
being rushed to completion in record 
time to provide a land route over which 
supplies and material could be moved. 

Scores of air and army bases mush- 
roomed forth almost overnight as 
hundreds of millions were poured 
into northwest defence. It was during 
this period that the American Army 
virtually took over the city of Prince 
Rupert, Canada’s north Pacifie sea- 
port. Realizing how easily the rail line 
could be cut, defence authorities saw 
to it that the Skeena Highway was com- 
pletedfrom Hazelton to that strategic

of Vancouver Island passed a res- 

olution asking Governor Douglas 
to ‘‘urge upon the Home Government 
the desirability of establishing a mint 
on Vancouver Island. ’’ He at once ask- 
ed permission to establish an assay 
office in Victoria, urgingthat it would 
afford facilities for collecting an ex- 
port tax upon gold, which Sir E. B. 
Lytton had recommended as a desir- 
able form of taxation. Three days 
later he wrote: ‘‘A mint would certain- 
ly be more efficient but that is an ex- 
pensive establishment, though if Her 
Majesty’s Government were to set one 
up, I think the circumstances of the 
country would justify the outlay. ’’ 
The resolution of the Vancouver Is- 
land Legislature was referred to Capt. 
W. Driscoll Gossett, R. E., Treasur- 
er of British Columbia. This gentle- 
man had been commissioned by Sir 
E.B. Lytton to organize a mint (of 
which an assay office forms a part) 
should the necessity for such an es- 
tablishment arise. ‘‘At the capital, 
therefore, ’’ he reported, ‘‘as in most 
countries, there should the mint be 
established, andnoton Vancouver Is- 
land, as proposed by the House As- 
sembly of Vancouver Island, and, in 
all respect, I venture to think, inad- 
vertently acquiesced in by His Excel- 
lency, the Governor of the two col- 
onies. ”’ 

This report seems to have altered 
the Governor’s opinion, for, in for- 
warding it, he refers to the scarcity 
of coin in the colony, and instead of 
pressing for amint asaremedy, says: 
‘“‘This is a serious evil, and if Her 
M.ajesty’s Government would enter- 
tain the suggestion of sending out a 
supply of coin, it would confer a ben- 
efit on the colony. ’’ 

The Duke of Newcastle, on the ad- 
vice of the master of the mint, con- 
sented to the establishment of an assay 
office and refinery. Mr. F.G. Clau- 
detandMr. F.H. Bousfield were ap- 
pointed assayer and assistant assayer. 


I N April, 1859, the House Assembly 


heard discussed in the past thirty-five 
years. Though it came back to me now, 
how William and I used to delightfully 
frighten ourselves when kids together 
at Victoria, on speculations of its un- 
solved mysteries. But as anyone 
knows legends no matter how odd and 
queer, are like stories of sea serpents 
hairy giants and lost mines, easily 
forgotten and lost in oblivion, unless 
something new or startling turns up 
once ina while to give them an airing. 


At Victoria in the seventies the 
Devil’s Hollow was semi-current dis- 
cussion among the miners coming 
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On August 1, 1860, the assay and 

melting parts of the mint were estab- 
lished at New Westminster and were 
operated until November, 1861. Then 

the Governor suddenly concluded that 
the time had come to complete the es- 
tablishment by the addition of a coin- 
ing plant. He informed the Duke that 
he proposed to take immediate steps 
for the manufacture of gold pieces 
equal in value to the $10 and $20 
American coins, and to bring them 
into general use as a circulating med- 
ium inboth colonies. His plan did not 
contemplate refining gold, as that 
would greatly increase the expense; 
he merely proposed to bring it toa 
uniform standard of fineness, without 
separating the natural alloy of silver 
which, to some extent, exists in all 
goldof British Columbia. The pieces 
would be prepared at the Government's 
assay office and would bear the stamp 
of unquestionable character; and he 
was of opinion that by making the gold 
contained in them of the full current 
value of the piece, without taking the 
silver into account (whihc he proposed 
should go as a bonus), they would not 
only answer as acheap and convenient 
currency withinthe colonies, but also 
have the same value when exported 
to other countries. Hethought that all 
the machinery required for this pur- 
pose could be procured in San Fran- 
cisco for about 500 pounds and with- 
out materially adding to the expense 
of the existing establishment. 

Soon the report was current that a 
small second-hand plant had been ob- 
tained in San Francisco, as the urg- 
ency had become so great that the Gov- 
ernor considered it inadvisable to de- 
lay until machinery could be sent out 
from England. 

Mr. Claudet returned from San 
Francisco in H.M.S. Forward on 
March 29, 1862, bringing with him the 
long-looked for plant which had been 
purchased there at a cost of $8, 609. 
It was similar to those in use in the 
small South American states. Now a 


sharpest arrows and had the largest 
war canoes. Never built permanent 
homes, never fished or hunted much; 
just went from one place to another 
plaguing the other Indians, Killing the 
men, carrying off the women and 
children and living on what they could 
take or steal. Apparently conditions 
had gotten into a pretty sad state of 
affairs and could only last so long 
without something happening. Soon all 
the tribes got wise and fled the coast 
for parts unknown, leaving nothing for 
the marauders to plunder. So event- 
ually, they were forced into doing their 
own fishing and hunting. 


whose heart was set on having some 
specimens of coins manufactured in 
his own department, had a few $10 
and $20 pieces struck off. The coins 
were of the same diameter and value 
in gold as those of the United States 
but were of unrefined gold of the fine- 
ness of . 850. The $20 piece weighed 
five hundred and forty-six and one- 
third grains and contained about 20 
cents worth of silver. These coins 
never went into circulation and are 
now amongst the rarest. Then came 
the Governor’s laconic, historic or- 
der to ‘‘grease it and lay it away. ’’ It 
is difficult to understand how as a 
medium of exchange, such coins would 
be any better than gold in bars. 

No proclamation was ever issued 
declaring this anomalous money legal 
tender and receivable in payment of 
duties andtaxes; nor was any consent 
tothe establishment of a branch of the 
Royal Mint in British Columbia ever 
obtained. There are many interesting 
questions in connection with this in- 
cident, but they lie rather in the prov- 
ince of the monographist than in that 
of the historian. 

The whole cost of this little play was 
in the neighborhood of $14, 000, which 
was, of course, simply wasted. The 
machinery was allowed to lie idle un- 


til the time of the construction of the 
British Columbia Penitentiary, in 
1876, when some of it was sold toMr. 
Mann for use in that work.

So it came as a surprise when on 
that particular morning, he suggested 
we had come far enough and if we 
wantedto do any hunting why not re- 
turnto some of the ground we had al- 
ready covered in the past couple of 
days, as it appeared to be fair game 
country. 

Neither William nor I thought much 
of his argument, merely putting it 
down as a touch of contrariness that 
seemed to crop up in his otherwise 
docile nature, occasionally. Moreover 
we had been travelling through a vast 
plateau region for three full days and 
we didn’t feellike making a permanent 
camp until we reached some place 
where we could get a decent look a- 
round. 

When Moses saw we were deter- 
mined to keep going he suddenly re- 
memberedhe had an aged relative, a 
grandfather or grand uncle, I’ve for- 
gotten which, who was very ill, when 
we left, and he felt he ought to hurry 
back right away.

The Devil’s Hollow and the wierd 


legend associated with it, was some- 
thing I had not given a thought, nor 


heard discussed in the past thirty-five 
years. Though it came back to me now, 
how William and I used to delightfully 
frighten ourselves when kids together 
at Victoria, on speculations of its un- 
solved mysteries. But as anyone 
knows legends no matter how odd and 
queer, are like stories of sea serpents 
hairy giants and lost mines, easily 
forgotten and lost in oblivion, unless 
something new or startling turns up 
once ina while to give them an airing. 


At Victoria in the seventies the 
Devil’s Hollow was semi-current dis- 
cussion among the miners coming 
back from the Mainland Interior, as 
it had only been known of by white men 
since the gold rush of the early sixties. 
However inquiries at that time brought 
to light the fact it had been legendary 
among the natives for as long as the 
oldest of them could remember. What 
had frustrated the early fact finders 
inthe case wasthe apparent dread the 
Indians had of even mentioning it. And 
it was only by gradually picking up an 
odd word or remark here and there, 
that a fairly good idea of the Indian’s 
angle on it was pieced together. It ran 
something like this: 

Years and years ago--long before 
the white man came, a fierce, war- 
like tribe ranged up and down the 
North Pacific Coast. They were the 
largest of any known people in all the 
land, had the strongest bows, the 
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sharpest arrows and had the largest 
war canoes. Never built permanent 
homes, never fished or hunted much; 
just went from one place to another 
plaguing the other Indians. Killing the 
men, carrying off the women and 
children and living on what they could 
take or steal.

Well after that things returned to 
normal, and everybody was happy. 
What they didn’t know however, was 
that the Great Spirit after destroying 
their enemies, would not let them in- 
to the Happy Hunting Ground and con- 
demned their spirits to stay forever 
in a dismal mountain valley where 
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He bounded for the horses, drawing his knife as he went.

The Old Adobe School House at Lillooet

ing materials in the early days of 

Lillooet, and the original school 
house was built of that native ‘‘brick’’ 
in the late sixties or early seventies 
of the past century. It was erected at 
the west end of the town looking north 
and was 24 by 36 foot dimensions. Its 
windows were so small that, in the 
winter months, it would be almost 
dark in the inside at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon, according to an authority 
with the necessary experience. The 
floor was on a level with the street 
andthere were no steps going or com- 
ing. The kids ran straight on to the 
ground from the school. 

Sports for the boys in those early 
times were shinty, rounders, bat-and- 
ball; for the girls, skipping rope and 
‘“peever. ”’ 

The Marshall girls, Nelly and Mat- 
ilda, from the flour mill near Seton 
Lake, walked two miles to school; 
while the Dickey scholars, from a 
farm a few miles down the Fraser 
River hadto walk much further, since 
the school bus hadn’t been adopted in 
those good, old pioneering days. 

All grades were taught in the adobe 
school from the ‘‘baby’’ class to the 
sixth ‘‘standard,’’ untila new two- 
room school was built early in the 
present century. The adobe school still 


\ DOBE was one of the chief build- 
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occupies the same site, but the ex- 
ternal walls have been treated with 
dressed, drop-siding lumber, which 
gives it a more modern appearance, 
and is occupied now as a bake shop 
for the town. About the middle nine- 
ties it was replaced by a two-room 
frame building, asmentioned, but to- 
day Lillooet is building a modern, up- 
to-date school, shortly after its incor - 
porationas a village, in keeping with 
its municipal dignity. It may be ex- 
plained here that adobe is a sun-dried 
brick of aluvial composition which is 
more or less plentiful along the banks 
of the Fraser River in the drybelt of 
B.C. It was commonly used in Lil- 
looet in its early days. 

Since I wasn’t fully familiar with 
school affairs in Lillooet prior to my 
arrivalfrom Scotland in 1885, I have 
derived muchof my information up to 
that time from my friend, A. W. A. 
Phair, who was born at Lillooet in 
1880. Heisthe son of the late Caspar 
Phair, secondteacher at Lillooet, and 
government agent there until his re- 
tirement in 1916. He died in 1933 at 
the age of 85 years. A. W.'A. Phair is 
a grandson of the late Captain and Mrs. 
J. Martley of the Grange Ranch, Pav- 
ilion, onhis mother’s side, two of the 
very early emigrants from England. 
Arthur wasa scholar in the old adobe 


school from about 1888. 

‘‘Tbelieve,’’ writes Mr. Phair, ‘‘that 
Mr.LeDuc was the first teacher of Lil- 
looet pupils, but there is no record of 
when he came or when he retired and 
left Lillooet. ’’ LeDuc taught the chil- 
dren of the very earliest farming pion- 
eers of Lillooet--men who came to 
mine but remained to farm the rich 
agricultural benches alongthe Fraser 
River. It is not likely a school exist- 
ed before 1870 in Lillooet; because, 
prior tothat time the main population 
would be bachelor miners,and a school 
would be unnecessary. 

Caspar Phair, mentioned above, the 
second teacher to take charge of the 
Lillooet school around 1878, taught 
Frank Gott, the early Dickey children, 
Elizabeth, afterwards Mrs. Keathley 
then Mrs. Foster; James and Joseph 
Dickey, sons of pioneer James Dickey; 
Matilda and Nelly Marshall, daughter 
of the flour miller John Marshall, and 
others of Cayuse Creek; John junior, 
son of John Miller, ferryman and hotel 
keeper. He must also have taught Tom- 
my Hoey, who broke his back while 
playing and climbing over a ‘‘snake 
fence’’ infront of the school, and sur- 
rounding his father’s farm. 

Another pupil who attended the a- 
dobe school at Lillooet was Harry Fer- 
guson, son of A.B. Ferguson, hotel 
keeper in partnership with John Miller 
in the hotel business in Lillooet. A. 
B. Ferguson was owner of the ‘‘Lake 
View Hotel’’ at ‘‘Savona’s Ferry,”’ 
before going to Lillooet about 1888. 
Harry isnow living at Walhachin. His 
teacher in Lillooet was R. G. Gordon, 
who took a prominent part in the teach- 
ing staff of the old adobe school at 
Lillooet in those early days. 

In the eighteen-nineties came Mr. 
Colbeck, and Mr. J. C. Morrison, bro- 
ther-in-law to the author of this story, 
who afterwards became a prominent 
dentist in the province, and who died 
afew years ago. He is seen in the ac- 
companying photograph. E.B. Paul fol- 
lowed, after wards in charge of a school 
in Victoria. ThenMr. Hunter who be- 
high school teacher in Vancouver and 
Nanaimo. 

Mr. Phair reports he was trustee 
and Secretary of the Lillooet school 
board for 25 years. ‘‘We had a time 
keeping grades 9 and 10, but we en- 
rolled a few Indians with the approval 
of the Department of Education, one 
being Stephen Retaskit, son of the out- 
standing Chief, Tyee Jimmy. 

My personal experience began in the 
Lillooet school in 1887, when my bro- 
ther William andI enrolled at fourteen 
and fifteen years of age respectively, 
shortly after our arrival from Scot- 
land. For nearly two years we had re- 
sided with a maternal uncle, the late 
William Lee, pioneer, flour mill own- 
er, storekeeper and postmaster at the 
*€21.’’ (Pavilion). 


There was ne school or school bus 
at Pavilion in those early days, al- 
though there was a school on Pavilion 
Mountain later, to accommodate res- 
idents there. There were no children 
either until our arrival at the ‘‘21,’’ so 
there was no necessity for a school, 
much lessa school bus; so Father and 
Mother began to worry over our ed- 
ucation which had been interrupted 
so abruptly nearly two years when we 
left Scotland. It became imperative 
we leave Pavilion and attend the near- 
est seat of Education, which, on in- 
vestigation proved to be at Lillooet. 
Father and Mother decided to go into 
the geberal mercantile business in 
that town. Uncle Lee kindly agreed to 
finance the purchase of a building and 
stock, since we were ‘‘broke’’ after 
our long and expensive trip from Scot- 
land. The building, purchased had 
been lying vacant for some years, and 
had been occupied by one known as 
“‘Doctor’”’ Featherstone, who is listed 
inthe B. C. Directory as atrader from 
1882-83. Ithink according to all trad- 
ition Featherstone was a druggist by 
profession anda store keeper by nec- 
essity. 

The building was located, (since 
demolished) on the right hand side of 
the street half way along on the Ash- 
croft approach side. Forthwith Wil- 
liam and I registered as students-in- 
attendance in the old adobe school, 
fourth and fifth grades according to 
age and advancement on entering, R. 
G. Gordon, teacher. So far as I re- 
member there were ten pupils at the 
time, including ourselves - Katie 
Dickey, Mary and Joanna M.iller, 
William, Robert and Sammy Dickey, 


two Chinese girls andabrother, child- 


renofHoSang, merchant in Lillooet, 

One of the girls was exceptionally 

clever and afterwards became an in- 

terpreter in government circles in the 

east, and went to China on some im- 
_ portant mission. 

Katie Dickey afterwards became 
Mrs. Rod. Chisholm who accidently 
shot himself while straddling a log on 
a hunting expedition not far from his 
home in the High Bar country up the 
Fraser River. Mary Miller became 
Mrs. Dan. Hurley, and Joanna became 
Mrs. Billy Duguid. 

R.G. (Robert) Gordon harmonized 
wonderfully for a time, but as weeks 
and months went by andthe novelty be- 
tween us vanished, both began to real- 
ize that our mutual relationship had 
got sown to the strict business of study 
or else! The atmosphere between us 
became colder and colder. I must con- 
fess, however, that sofar asI person- 
ally was concerned, I was never avery 
bright scholar, especially in reading, 
and perhaps Gordon began to realize 
that familiarity must cease in the in- 
terests of hardstudy. Gordon became 
more and more of a master and less 
andless a friend; which was right in 


his profession. Ateacher must put the 
acquiring of knowledge before per- 
sonal sentiment. Ibeganto regard him 
as atyrant, touse the term applied to 
teachers who were too strict in those 
good old school days. 

He had much the same animosity 
toward other pupils. One day it is said 
he stood a boy on his head before the 
whole school, ‘‘In order to get his 
brains back to where they belonged. ’’ 
Of course those were the goodold days 
when there were no restrictions on 
discipline in public schools, and the 
teacher was permitted to have his own 
ideas regarding corporal punishment. 

Gordon never stood ME on my head 
in order to get my brains back to where 
they belonged, but at times his temper 
seemed to have no bounds in his meth- 
od of teaching. I was certainly not a 
favorite among his pupils. A hypo- 
chondriac by nature, Gordon is said 
to have told some of the parents that

he hadonly a few more years to live. 
When William and I graduated from 
the sixth standard, we severed our 
connections with the Lillooet school 
with our parent’s consent. We had told 
them our troubles (our side of the 
story) with Gordon, and although they 
had developed a lasting friendship with 
the teacher, consent was given to our 
leaving school. Of course the Lillooet 
school had no provision for further 
promotion at the time. That would be 
about the end of the 1890 term. 
Although Gordon had only a few 
more years to live in 1889, he was 
alive and well and looking for em- 
ployment as a teacher in 1910, 25 
years later. At that time I was grown 
up, married with a family and the 
owner and editor of the Ashcroft Jour- 
nal. I had also become Secretary to 
the Ashcroft School Board. One day, 
who should come along but Robert (R. 
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Lillooet is situated on a high bench on the west side of the Fraser River,

Alexander McLean's Treasure

| was published, so many letters of 
inquiry were received, that, to an- 
swer allof them, became impossible. 
It was pointed out in the story, that 
the type of land to be explored was as 
erim andinaccessible as perhaps any 
to be found anywhere upon the North 
American Continent. The inexper- 
ienced could well succumb to the ter- 
ific obstacles nature had thrust in 
seeming abandon and even those whose 
feet had wandered the hills for decades, 
who knew and understood a life in the 
mountains of British Columbia, could 
not hope to carry enough provisions to 
last them through a thorough search 
of the region in question. The only al- 
ternative, therefore, wasthat the ex- 
plorer had to be of such skill and self- 
sufficiency asto be able to live off the 
land. Any other means of trying to 
wrest success from the enterprise, 
could only end in tragedy. 

A certain gentleman, whom I shall 
call Burton, became so interested in 
McLean’s retreat, that an obscession 
to search for the placer-deposits, en- 
gulfed him. Being a hardy man, used 
to living inthe wilds, this burning de- 
termination forced him to commence 
this expedition immediately, so gath- 
ering together enough supplies to last 
ten days, Bill Burton called upon a 
friendoflong standing, who, after an 
explanation of the proposed trip and 
it’s possible reward, decided that to 
accompany his confidant would be 
most attractive. 

Burton’s companion, Mel Pierce, 
another fictitious name for our pur- 
pose, was a veteran of World War 1. 
Well along in the late fifties and not 
too robust for such atrip, he made 
Burton promise totravel by easy sta- 
ges at least until they had become in- 
uredtothe unusual exercise. Pierce 
had had very little experience of life 
in the mountains and therefore de- 
pended upon Burton’s skill as an out- 
doorsmanto make the trip as pleasant 
as possible. 

Just why he chose Pierce as his 
comrade for this expedition, is hard 
to understand. Burton, a big healthy 
man, was unusually strong and able 
to set and maintain a startlingly fast 
gait over any type of terrain. Pierce 
would be bound to slow the man con- 


| FTER the story of McLean’s exile 
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siderably, and when speed was the 
essence to success of the undertaking 
to be hampered in any manner, spelt 
failure. However, the two men enjoyed 
each other’s companionship, which 
fact alone was important. Pierce’s 
knowledge of minerals and ore species 
was absolutely nil. The man could not 
determine from any land ro rock for- 
mation, just what might be expected 
in a geological sense. He could, 
though, cut wood for a camp-fire and 
help in other various small ways, 
which meant that Burton would be able 
to give more of his time to exploration 
the prime reason for the exploit. 

As the Canadian National train pull- 
ed away from the platform at New 
Westminster, the late September sun 
gave promise of continued fine weath- 
er. Burton and Pierce, concealing 
their impatience as best they could, 
sat inthe day-coach, discussing plans 
and dreaming the dreams that only a

treasure seeker can envisage. The 
suppliesforthe expedition consisted 
of foodfor a ten-day period one small 
tent and an old rifle with several boxes 
of ammunition. Their ration of tobacco 
was carried upon their persons and 
was sufficient to last two weeks. 

The confidence of these men must 
have been supreme, for to start upon 
such a journeyas they anticipated, 
hoping to conclude exploration and 
discovery of McLean’s retreat in such 
a short period, would have left less 
experienced men in a maze of doubt. 
Expert that he was, Burtonfound when 
once he set foot into the rugged country 
that he had sadly underestimated the 
difficulties explained in the article 
printed in the Cariboo Digest (Sum- 
mer, 1947) acopy of which accompan- 
ied him throughout the entire trip, 
moreor less as a guide with which to 
compare his discoveries. A map of 
this district was also taken along and 
alog of program itemized as accurat- 
ely as possible. By these means Bur- 
ton couldtellat a glance, by compar- 
ing elevations andterrain, his position 
at any time. 

The easiest point of access to Mc- 
Lean’s retreat would have been from 
the Cold-water at Coquihalla Pass on 
the Kettle Valley Railway, but the two 
men decidedtoforcetheir entry from 
the mouth of the Anderson, three or 
four miles below Boston Bar on the 
Fraser River. As soonas they stepped 
off the highway they found their mis- 
take, but, being stubborn individuals 


kept on. 

Atrail ledthem almost due east for 
some miles before making a swing in 
a northerly direction. Assuming that 
this would bring them into the wrong 
territory, Burton and Pierce left the 
trail and struck off along the Anderson 
River. Fromthis point, progress be- 
came slow and fraught with danger. 
Footing was hazardous and the sharp 
rocks made stumbling a decidedly 
painful occurence. This country, the 
men found, tobe one of deep crevices 
and sheer drops. Time and time a- 
gain, Burton and Pierce found they 
must retrace their route, at times 
almost half a day’s travel, to try a- 
new in a different direction. There 
could be no way of telling, save by 
bitter experience, that progress would 
be barredby a sudden drop of a thou- 
sandfeet or more, until one had act- 
ually arrived; thus continuence was by 
the trial and error method. 

Two days after leaving the original 
trail, Burton discovered another path- 
way of evident age, leading down to the 
river. Thistrail was, decidedly, made 
a very longtime ago, for at times, as 
the men followed it, they found por- 
tions missing without any trace left to 
to show it had actually existed. Other 
parts were worn deep into the native 
rock and stood as mute testimony of 
the heavy use to which it had served. 
However, after following thistrail for 
aconsiderable period, Burton decided 
that to continue would cause too much 
delay in their search for the placer 
deposits, the original enterprise, so 
the men veered and once more head- 
ed for the heights, which they had 
found to be the most feasible for the 
continuance of their journey.

The general contour had 
a northerly bearing which was away 
from the area they intended beginning 
the search, so at the first opportunity 
the men descended from the heights 
andfordedtheturbulent river, almost 
losing their provisions during the pro- 
cess, and arrived at the mouth of a 
small creek. The stream showed a 
few traces of gold but insufficient to 
warrant wasting any more valuable 
time, so the men pressed on. 

Days passed and towards the end of 
the second week, signs of ahuman pre- 
decessor were discovered. It was the 
ever-alert Burton who noticed the 


pee bones of a quarter fo ven- 
anging from the crotch of a big

tree. Well out of reach from the ground 
safe from prowling coyotes and wolves, 
This pleased Burton, for he now 
suspected that they were upon the 
right track. Thetwo men pitched camp 
here and began a systematic explor- 
ation of the vicinity. The land sloped 
away to the south and the footing was 
easier since the natural grassy mead- 
ows hadtakenthe place of sheer bluffs 
and rocky promontories. At such an 
elevation, timber was small and 
sparse, therefore it was possible to 
see great distances. Being unhamper- 
ed with any pack, Burton left camp to 
reconnoitre, leaving Pierce to pre- 
pare a meal from the fast-dwindling 
supplies. Taking only his rifle, the 
big man left, saying he would return 
in perhaps half an hour or so. 
Approximately two miles from 
where he had discovered the old bones 


Burton found a series of tree stumps. 


These were oldtoo, for when he tried 
testing the solidity of one it disinteg- 
ratedathistouch. Stumps are stumps 
and as such, cause no concern, but 
here, whereno human was ever known 
to have lived, these man-hewn relics 
raisedthe spirits of Burton to new 

heights. Yes, there could be no doubt 
that atsometime, Alexander McLean 
had passed through here, onhis way-- 
where ? 

Pleased exceedingly, the explorer 
returnedto camp to find another pleas- 
ant surprise awaiting his attention. 
Behind the little tent and to one side 
of the fire, entirely unnoticed by Pi- 
erce, stood a hugebuck. This was the 
only game that Burton had seen on this 
trip. And this, incidently, was the 
only sign of any game the men were to 
see during the entire expedition. Bur- 
ton shot from quite close range and 
both the big deer and Pierce fell to the 
ground; the animal because it was dead 
the man because he was so surprised. 

The meat came as a Godsend to the 
men because their rations were at a 
dangerously lowebb. Pierce, at first 
before the arrival of the deer, ner- 
vously suggested that the men return 
to civilization, but after Burton ex- 
plained how it was possible to live off 
the land, decided to remain and trust 
to the bigger man’s woodcraft. The 
truth of the matter was, though that 
Burton himself was becoming worried.

In due time, another creek 
was discovered which caused Burton 
to believe that this could be no other 
save ‘Emma Creek’ mentionedin Mc- 
Lean’s diary. Several days were spent 
in proving this fact to Burton’s satis- 
faction. The directions were as men-

tionedby me in the article ‘Alexander 
McLean’s Retreat’ in the Cariboo Di- 
gest of the Summer Issue of 1947. Ev- 
erything was going according to plan. 
Even the weather harmonized with 
their efforts. However, while the days 
were cheerfully warm, the nights be- 
came cold. The date was along towards 
the middle of October, winter would 
arrive at any moment. Burton, ex-

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ALCAN FURTHERS INVESTIGATIONS 
FOR TWEEDSMUIR PARK DAM SITE 


LUMINUM Co. of Canada Ltd. is 

now drafting its program for the 
second full season of investigations in 
the Tweedsmuir Park area of British 
Columbia directed toward the possible 
establishment of a huge aluminum in- 
dustry. 

The company hopes to establish a 
suitable site for a dam required for 
the industrial development estimated 
to cost $500 million. 

Drilling was commenced at Intata 
Lake last year and further drilling 
there and a major drilling program at 
Nechako Canyon site is scheduled for 
this year. In addition, drilling and 
surveys at the power house site on the 
Kemano River willbe undertaken, and 
work on other phases of the project 
willcontinue. Tremendous difficulties 
are presented on the overland trans- 
mission route whichis to traverse 
mountain passes up to 5800 ft. eleva- 
tion. Weather and icing conditions, 
snowfall and slides present problems 
so far unsolved. 

McNeely DuBose, vice-president of 
Alcan, recently visitedthe West Coast 
to direct work for the coming season 
which is expected to get in full swing 
in about a month. 

Since his visit to B.C. last year, 
Mr. DuBose has beenin Spain, France 
and Norway studying electrical in- 
stallations which have presented sim- 
ilar problems to those that might be 
expected in B.C. 

Despite unprecedented adverse 
weather conditions last winter, Al- 
can’s hydrometric surveys continued. 

A crew under the supervision of 
Frank Colder, Alcan hydro engineer, 
has been measuring and guaging river 
flow and weather conditions in the 
Tweedsmuir Park area. Thorough 
knowledge of river flow and weather 
conditions is essential to Alcan engin- 
eers conducting surveys. 

Hydro-electric power developments 
of the size contemplated in the 
Tweedsmuir Park area must ordin- 
arily be built in stages, and an econ- 
omical first stage of about 500,000 h.p. 
is essential in order to avoid large 
capital expenditure for idle plant cap- 
pacity. As a first stage offering rea- 
sonable economy, the waters of Nanika 
Lake can be diverted by tunnel to Tah- 
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tsa Lake. Re-diversionto the Kemano 
River, with Tahtsa Lake water, will 
provide 500,000 h.p. In the ultimate 
stage Nanika Lake will add 240, 000 
firm horsepower to the maximum 
power available. 

The 1. 5 million h. p. available under 
the Tahtsa-Kitimat scheme, with the 
aid of Nanika Lake water, is an ample 
reserve for the establishment of an 
aluminum industry and will permit 
other power users to obtain low cost 


power. The townsite at Kitimat affords 
ample space for industries as well as 
space for accommodating the city 
needed to house employees and pro- 
vide them with the many services they 
require. Anample harbor is available 
although its development mav be ex- 
pensive, and a road or railroad con- 
nection to Terrace could be built 
through the low valley of the Kitimat 
River at a reasonable cost.

ed a halt then and there and returned 
to the lowlands. He didn’t. The two 
men kept doggedly on with their pur- 
pose. 

The terrain appeared more satis- 
factory day by day and eventually, a 
month after commencing the trip, the 
explorers found themselves upon a 
huge saddle of barren rock, stretch- 
ing, at least, seven or eight miles to 
the east. The crest of the saddle, or 
hog-back, wasnarrow and it’s eleva- 
tion probably seven or eight thousand 
feet. A tremendous landscape could 
be viewed from all sides and the part 
of the scene that intrigued Burton 
most, was a green patch of consider - 
able proportions, five or so miles 
distant from the hog-back. 

Camp was pitched about a hundred 
feet from the crest where a samll 
stream bubbled out of the rocks among 
the few scrubby trees that formed a 
natural wind-break, against the chill 
of night. For supper that night, Pierce 
concocted a stew of some of the re- 
maining meat and, after a full meal, 
the men crawled into the tent for the 
night. 

This stew must be remembered for 
it played animportant part in the cul- 
mination of the expedition. This lowly 
stew was the hinge upon which a fickle 
‘Fate’ swung the balance of favour to 
an undefeated nature. 

The men had not finished the con- 
coction the previous night, nor did 
breakfast see the end of the stew. Some 
remained in the blackened can in which 
it was boiled. This was inadvertantly 
left to absorb the direct rays of the 
sun and became sour. ‘ihe second 


morning, as an insufficient auantitv of 
this questionable pottage remained, 


Burton refusedto partake, suggesting 
that his companion finish what was 
left. Pierce did so and thereby hangs 
the rest of the tale. 

Leaving camp after breakfast the 
two men walked along the crest of the 
ridge withthe purpose of scanning the 
country at the far end afew miles 
further on Burton became convinced 


that there aly the object of their search. 
He was sure that he had found his goal. 


He pressed on with what speed he could 
muster andfound that Mel Pierce be- 
ganto falter. Upon inquiring, the big 
man was informed that his companion 
hada bad case of dysentry. The stew 
had begun to have it’s effect. Pierce 
became too weak to keep up the fast 
pace so Burton suggested that Mel 
should remain seated where he was 
while, he continued to the end of the 
ridge where he would have a chance to 
prove his theory. This proved as ac- 
ceptable to Pierce and the plan was

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The Hangman’s Tree 


By A.W.A. PHAIR 


ILLOOET is built on a narrow 

strip of land 180 feet above the 

Fraser River. Just back of town 
there is a hundred foot hill and an- 
other flat a quarter of a mile wide at 
the foot of the mountain. The Hang- 
manstree is on this flat and near the 
edge of the hill. When the Whites first 
came here, much of this upper flat 
must have been covered with a growth 
of Yellow Pine (Ponderosa) and from 
the stumps they must have been two 
or three hundred years old. They must 
have all been cut down by the Cariboo 
Miners for cabins, fences, and fire 
wood, with the exception of one, the 
Hangmans tree. 

Ihave a picture taken 60 years ago 
showing this as the only tree on the 
flat. It must have been left for some 
goodreason. Wehaveno records here 
showing or telling why it was so des- 
ignated. Theonly authentic story was 
toldme by Joe DeShields. He said his 
father erected a gallows about where 
our present hospital now stands. On 
this two Indians were hanged for the 
death of two whites, and they were 
buried under thetree. They had mur- 
deredtwo whites who had a store just 
south of Billy Traverniers present 
barber shop. They were caught by 
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Tyee Jimmy, the local Indian chief. 
He suspectedthem, andtoldthe police 
he could catch them if they would agree 
to his plan. There was going to be a 
big meeting of Indians from many 
parts and many would tell stories of 
what they had done or seen, much as 


hunters swap stories of hunting prow- 
ess. Tyee Jimmy Saidthe police must 
provide quite a bit of whiskey and he 
would see that these two Indians re- 
ceived more than their share of the 
spirits. 

After many tales had beentoldat the 
meeting, Tyee Jimmy got up and told 
how he was the greatest man there, as 
he had once killed a Whiteman. The 
suspected Indians got up and said Tyee 
Jimmy’s feat was nothing to boast 
about, as they hadkilledtwo Whitemen 
the night before. The police, who were 
stationed outside the door, came in 
and arrested the murderers. 

They pleaded guilty. Just as they 
were being taken up the scaffold, they 
yelled to their mothers that they had 
buried the stolen money under a tree 
near the old Frank Gott house at the 
foot of the mountain. Before the mo- 
thers or their friends could reach the 
place, dozens were there ahead of

them and no one knows who found the 
treasure. 

There are six graves under the tree. 

Justto the north of it are about 20 
Chinese graves. This was used as a 
Chinese graveyard at the time of the 
Cayoosh Creek gold rush, when about 
600 Chinese minedthe Cayoosh Creek 
placers. 


The Picture Rocks

Ona rock bluff a few feet above the 
P.G.E., near where Cayoosh Creek 
and Seton Creek join are found the 
Picture Rocks. They are always to be 
found along trails where the rocks are 
perpendicular or overhanging. I have 
seenthem in many places, even away 
back in the hills up Cayoosh Creek 
and Texas Creek. They are a kind of 
hieorglyph, although the symbols are © 
not ideographs, nor phoenetic; they 
appear to be pictures of animals, men, 
the sun and bear’s paws. Present day 
Indians don’t know much about them, 
but Iwas toldthat some were tales of 
young hunters who, after a hunt, told 
of their hunting experiences. 


The pictures are inred paint. Prob- 
ably oxide of iron, mixed with fish oil 
and greases. Ihave seen some cut into 
the rocks. Thereisavery good show- 
ing in the Marble Canyon at Pavilion — 
Lake, not far from Sky Blue Auto camp.

The Ice Caves of Lillooet 


By A.W.A. 


N Marten Chenault’s land about two 

milesfrom Lillooet Chenault not- 

icedthat at the foot of a rock slide 
that runs to the top of the mountain, 
the grass was much greener at a cer- 
tain spot;that cottonwoods were grow- 
ing there, a sign that there might be 
an underground spring. He ran a tun- 
nel and found water, but when he got 
in some 20 feet he encountered a cold 
draught. It became so cold he could 
not work there any more. In a short 
time it froze the water in the tunnel, 
and the peculiar thing is that the 
warmer the weather the more the ice 
forms, until in August the whole tun- 
nelisacake of solid ice. At one time 
he sold ice in town. A pail of water 
put in the tunnel overnight is frozen 
solid by morning. 

There are several theories regard- 
ing the caves: One is that the rain and 
melting snow runs into the rock slide 
and when it reaches a certain depth, 
freezes, andmelting inthe hot weath- 
er causes the draught. 

There is another cave at Craig 
Lodge, andMr. Chenault says that he 
thinks there may be others at the bot- 
tom of many of the rock slides. These 
slides are oftentwo or three thousand 
feet long, andno one knows their depth.

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W oodland Hobbies 


By KERRY WOOD 


before they’ll go for a walk in the 
woods. Like my friend Hobo Bill, 
for example. 

‘‘Sure, I'll gofor a walk, ’’ sez Bill. 
‘‘T wouldn’t just go for a plain, no- 
account walk, butI wannafind a walk- 
in’ stick for my Uncle Jeremiah, who’s 
got a touch of rheumatiz and needs a 
cane to lean on.’’ 

So off we go on our woodland walk, 
with Hobo Bill happy because he has a 
purpose for a hike. He wants some 
hobby supplies, and Bill knows that the 
woodlands near home provide us with 
the greatest source of raw materials 
for all kinds of grand home hobbies. 
Take this idea of Bill’s about walking- 
sticks---alot of folk get a great deal 
of pleasure out of making fancy walk- 
ing sticks and almost every souvenir 
store features examples of home- 
made canes. The famous Diamond 
Willow is the wood most commonly 
used for cane making in the west. It’s 
sometimes difficult to find a piece of 
wood with a natural crook for the 
handle section, but willow frequently 
yields a nicely turned handle if you 
scrape away the earth around the base 
of aclumpand choose a stick that has 
a properly shaped handle piece curved 
in at the root section. Diamond Wil- 
low isa rather soft wood and easily 
carved, and the pretty diamond fig- 
ures give the cane a most attractive 
character and grain pattern. The wood 
is a rich red-brown in color, with 
creamy white sapwood if you choose 
a young stick. And there is no lack of 
materials----every creekside, every 
pond shore, every river bank has a 
heavy growth of willows which you 
may select a good cane blank. If you 
find a piece with lots of diamond 
shapes in it without having a curved 
handle piece, you can make a round 
knob-head for the cane andnever mind 
about the handle-crook. Some folks 
bore a hole in the neck of the cane 
about five inches down trom the top, 
attaching a fancy leather thong at that 
spot and making a loop withthe leather 
which can be slipped over the wrist to 
to carry the.stick by that system. 


*‘T don’t want a willow cane this 
time,’’ sez Bill. ‘‘I want a smooth 
bark sort of stick----one that I can 
varnish so that the colored bark will 


S befor folk actually need a reason 


Birch. It has a pretty bark which dries 
firm and smooth on the stick when 
varnished, and sometimes it is pos- 
sible to find a black birch cane with 
a natural right-angle crook for a 
handle-piece. Another attractive cane 
wood is wildcherry, either the Choke- 
cherry and Pincherry of the west or 
the famous Black Cherry of the east.

‘‘Won’t alder get punky when it 
dries?’’ 

‘‘Naw!’’ answers Bill. ‘‘Not if I put 
itin arunnin’ creek to soak for a week. 
That’ll clean the sap out of the stick, 
then the wood will season strong and 
last a long time. That water-soakin’ 
stunt helps to take the sap out of any 
green-cut wood in short order. ’’ 

So Bill has a stick for a walking 
cane for his Great Uncle Jeremiah, 
and we go strolling into a copse of 
spruce woods and there find an old 
conifer tree which the wind blew over. 
When the tree fell part ofits root 
system stayed attached to the trunk 
and we can now see these exposed 
roots, twisted and brown and drying in 
the sun. Hobo Bill stops suddenly to 
stare at one particular piece of the 
root. 

“‘Just come ‘ere an’ look at this, ’’ 
sez he. ‘‘If you stand here at this angle, 
you’ll see that this hunk of root looks 
like a dog’s head in shape. ’’ 

Bill is right. The root does re- 
semble adog’shead, and without fur- 
ther ado Bill gets out his jack-knife 
and starts to cut off the peculiar 
shaped root. Perhaps you’ve noticed 
the grotesque shape of some tree roots 
yourself and fancied that you saw the 
outline of a dog’s head, or a leaping 
deer, or the figure of a crouching 
Indian, or some other statuesque 
image. Well, why not try a little root 
sculpture? Spruce roots are usually 
twisty, tough things and yield some 
good materials for this hobby, but if

you want something a little softer to 
worktry the gnarled roots of stream- 
side willows. Juniper and ground cedar 
both yield grotesquely shaped roots, 
and both woods are rich in color and 
take a fine finish. 


ROOT SCULPTURE 


....carved into an old man. 


“Boil ‘em in oil!’’ sez Hobo Bill, 
hacking off his dog head root. ‘‘The 
best way to season a small piece 0’ 
root wood is to put it in a pot of boil- 
ing linseed oil and keep it boiling for 
one hour. Then the wood won’t crack 
from then on, nor it won’t have any 
green sap left in it to bother you. In 
fact, you can boil in oil any piece of 
green wood you want to season fast 
for carving work. ”’ 

Bill has his spruce root cut now, 
and he hands over his alder cane- 
blank for me to carry. Away we go 
again, and this time I’m the one who 
stops to have a look at an old aspen 
poplar stump riddled with woodpecker 
holes. I take Bill’s cane and rap the 
old stump sharply, watching the holes. 
Flying Squirrels often make their dens 
in these deserted woodpecker cavities 
andby rapping on the stumps I have 
often startled a Flying Squirrel and 
caused the animal to pop its head out 
of the hole andlook around. This time 
the stump was deserted, but Bill got 
a calculating look in his eyes as he 
stared up at the hollow tree. 

“‘Tfigger we could push that over if 
we tried, ’’ he said. But why should we 
push it over, I protested----if we left 
it standing possibly a chickadee or 
nuthatch or some other hole-nesting 
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bird would utilize the woodpecker 
holes next year for a nest site. The 
woodpecker is the carpenter of the 
bird world, and many of our lovely 
songbirds are dependent upon old 
woodpecker holes for nest sites. 
That’s why it paysto leave woodpecker 
stumps standing, to let other birds 
findthe holes and raise their families 
in those snug nest-cavities. 

*‘Come on---help me push,’’ sez 
Bill. ‘‘I wanna make myself some 
bird-boxes for the back garden, an’ 
this hollow tree will be just right for 
what I want. ’’ 


....becomes a bird’s head 


So we get one side of the stump and 
push, and finally it breaks off with a 
sharp crack and crashes to the ground. 
Bill looks it over carefully, probing 
with atwig down inside the woodpecker 


holes until he finds one about eight 
inches deep. He makes a mark on the 
trunk above and below the hole section, 
then gets out the tiny hand-saw he’d 
fetched along for the cane-cutting and 
starts to sawoutthe wanted section of 
the hollow log. 

A woodpecker stump provides the 
very best bird-boxes for the home 
garden. Simply sawthe log at an angle 
above the hole and nail on a slab of 
board as a shanty roof, and tack on 
another board at the other end of the 
log section as a floor. If you use an 
old woodpecker nest as the log-section 
chosen, the original entrance hole 
made by the woodpecker can be used 
asthe entrance for your new bird-box. 
The pieces of board are then painted 
greenor brown, withclear varnish or 
greenor brown, withclear varnish or 
two or three coats of raw linseed oil 
applied to the log section itself to 
finish it in the natural state, and an 
attractive bird-boxisthe result. Tack 
on a forked branch of red willow or 
some other pretty wood underneath the 
entrance hole as an alighting perch for 
the birds, then the box is ready to put 
up ona post or against some sheltered 
house or barn wall. 

“Ym sawing out a couple or three 
while I’m at it, ’’ sez Hobo Bill, work- 
ing away. 

While waitingfor him, [look around 
and chance to see a pile of bleached 
bones where a horse died years ago. 
Did you ever try bone+carving? Boy 
Scouts often make their neckerchief 
toggles out of a section of hollow bone 
on which they carve initials or a bird 
or animal head. The vertebrae sec- 
tions from a horse’s back-bone look 
like tiny eastern idols, little cross- 
legged seated figures with the hands 
raised above the smooth, bald heads 
in benediction. By daubing on bright 
colors for the robes, making a face, 
then varnishing the finished product, 
a rather unique and _ interesting 
mantle-piece ornament can be easily 
made. Some use them for candle-stick 
holders. A back-leg knuckle bone 
makes a most attractive tomahawk to 
hang in the den, or an African knob- 


kerry if you prefer it that way. The 
plate bone, scraped and painted, 
makes an excellent sandwich server 
for a Summer Cabin.

port. Anew multi-wire telegraph line 
from northto south through the Cari- 
boo was rushed to completion. It 
dawned on defence authorities how 
isolated was the mid-section of the 
B.C. coast, and army units and civ- 
ilians combined their efforts to rush 
a branch telegraph line through from 
Williams Lake to Bella Coola. 

Work was under way at a feverish 
pace on a hundred strategic defence 
projects primarily designed to over- 
come the terrible lack of communi- 
cations throughout the northwest. 

In the thick of all this construction 
the Japs were finally driven off the 
Aleutians and military authorities 
understandably abandoned many pro- 
jects and concentrated their efforts 
elsewhere. 

Had the Japanese threat to Alaska 
andthe northwest lasted another year 
there would now be a railroad through 
to Alaska, for U.S. Army plans were 
complete and called for construction 
in a recordnine months. The highway 
through to Bella Coola andthe Yellow- 
head Pass highway from Prince 
Georgeto Jasper would also be real- 
ities, as would scores of other pro- 
jects vitally necessary for the defence 
of the northwestern part of North 
America. 

The point I would like to make, is, 
that despite the lessons which 
SHOULD have been learned during the 
Japanese threat, NOT SINCE 1943 HAS 
THERE BEEN A SINGLE MAJOR IM- 
PROVEMENT IN COMMUNICATIONS 
IN THE NORTHWEST. 

Canadian authorities have drifted 
complacently along for the past 7 
years without completing a single new 
project which could be deemed an add- 
ition to the communications lines for 
the defence of (or development of ) the 
northwest. Should war break out next 
month, or next year (and who is to say 
that it won’t), and an invasion attempt- 
ed across the Behring Straits, as 
many military officials believe will 
be the case, North Americans will 
greatly regret that they didnot use the 
breathing space offered by the cold 
war to prepare comniunications ade- 
quate for the defence of the northwest. 

Since the Jap threat of 1943 there 
have been the following meagre im- 
provements in communications in 
Canadian Northwest: A 60 mile road 
has been constructedfrom Jakes Cor- 
ner (on the Alaska Highway) to the 
mining community of Atlin, south of 
the B. C. -Yukon border; the construc- 
tion of the Hart Highway to connect 
Prince George and the Cariboo High- 
way with Dawson Creek andthe Alaska 
Highway is three years behind sche- 
dule and slated for completion in 1952; 
the reconstruction of the Cariboo 
Highway to No. 1 standardsfrom Ash- 
croft to Prince George, slated for 
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completion by 1950 (according to a 
statement made by Minister of Public 
Works made in 1946) has come toa 

halt with 50 miles paved, 50 miles re- 

built and gravelled, and 175 miles to 

go; construction of the P.G. E. Rail- 
way from Quesnel onto Prince George 
appearsto be progressing favourably, 
yet the first contract awarded, (in June 
1949) calling for completing the first 
14 miles of grade north from Quesnel 
by December 31, 1949, is 6 months 
behind schedule. Thirteen months 
after the start of construction on this 
project there are less than two miles 
of new track in place, indicating a 
possible ‘bogging down’ similar to the 
Hart Highway project. 

The above projects, which run into 
millions of dollars annually, are all 
are all that can perhaps be expected 
in the way of PEACE TIME north 
country development, when the bill is 
tobe paid by the scant million people 
who live in B.C. Unfortunately how- 
ever, the worldis not at Peace. What 
happened at Pearl Harbour could hap- 
pento Anchorage, Alaska, or to Prince 
Rupert, B.C., and be followed by a 
Korean-like invasion which would find 
us as ‘unprepared’ as were the U.N. 
forces under McArthur in south Korea. 

Communication lines are the life 
lines of any fighting forces. In Alaska 
the U.S. Federal Government is spend- 
ing hundreds of millions of dollars on 
defences and in improving and build- 
ing new roads. 

The need forthem, both in western 
Canadaand Alaska was demonstrated 
in 1943, yet the Canadian Federal Gov- 
ernment has not recognized any re- 
sponsibility west of the Alagka High- 
way (agiftfrom the U.S. A.) Thepro- 


osed Prince Rupert-Edmonton 
ee trans-Canada) highway is 
still to be completed, as is the Hart 
highway. The three surveyed routes, 
A,B,&C, designed to connect either 
Hazelton, Fort St. James or Prince 
George with the Alaska Highway at 
some point near the Yukon border, are 
still mere lines on maps, drawn by 
hopefuls who would secure the defen- 
ces of, and develop, the Canadian 
Northwest. The 18 mile connecting 
link required to provide a connection 
from the mid-coast section of B.C. 
to the interior is still waiting to be 
built. 

It is inconceivable, with the cold 
war rapidly blowing hot and due to be 
unleashed in the Pacific Northwest, 
how British Columbia’s Minister of 
Public Works can plan for and divert 
millionsto develop tourist resorts in 
Manning Park on the Hope-Princeton 
road, and calmly state that the stra- 
tegic Hart Highway will be completed 
during 1950 only provided oil develop- 
ments in the Peace River warrant 
same - thereby proving that comple- 
tion or non-completion is entirely an 
optional matter fully under govern- 
ment control, but deemed unimportant. 

It is inconceivable how, with the 
security of North America being 
threatened, both Federal and Prov- 
incial governments should get togeth- 
er andplan to spend hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars on a_ trans-Canada 
TOURIST highway in the south while 
relying on American defences in Al- 
aska to safeguard northwestern Can- 
ada. Already B. C. Minister of Public 
Works, the Hon. E.C. Carson has 
hinted that all Northern B.C. projects 
willbe slowed considerably due to t

diversion of funds to the above project 
With North America admittedly the 
bulwark of the democracies, it is high 
time Canadian government leaders 
ceased playing petty politics and the 
courting of tourist dollars, and con- 
centrated on building an adequate 
Canadian Northwest defence system.

put into effect. 

It should have been mentioned be- 
fore, that, before beginning the ex- 
pedition, Burton, realizing his com- 
panions ignorance of minerals as a 
whole, had exhorted him. should he 
find any strange piece of rock , to bring 
it to Burton immediately. This was 
impressed upon the smaller man’s 
mind as being important to the success 
of the enterprise. Pierce vowed that 
he would accede to his friend’s wishes 
to the utmost. 

Burton, becoming worried as to his 
companions’ well being, did not pro- 
ceedtothe end of the ridge, but, when 
only half way, decided to return. Pi- 
erce was a sick man when the big ex- 
plorer rejoined him and needed help 
toreturn to the little camp where the 
invalid took to his bed. However, all 
went well and the effects of the stew 
passed away, leaving Pierce more 
cheerful but a good deal weaker. A re- 
turn to civilization was decided upon. 
The meat would not last very much 
longer and, too, there was a hint of 
snow inthe air. Camp was struck and 
the homeward trip begun. Inthe course 
of time the men found themselves, 
once more, back where they had sup- 
posed McLean had hung the venison in 
the tree.

Smoker - Spare That Tree!

LL winter the main topic of dis- 

cussion with John and his three 

office companions was the log ca- 
bin they intended to build near their 
favorite trout pool. Finally the winter 
snows disappeared and on Easter 
weekend they left Vancouver for the 
woods. Sunday afternoon, tired out 
but well satisfied, they had the walls 
in place and the roof started. By work- 
ing like Trojans every weekend they 
added the finishing touches on the last 
Sunday in May. ‘‘We’ll christen her 
next week, boys,’’ John said, as they 
moved in their beds and assorted cook- 
ing utensils. ‘‘Sure hope this dry 
weather continues. ’’ 

Unfortunately the dry weather con- 
tinued, and it was unfortunate, too, 
that John didn’t pay more attention to 
the cigarette butt he discarded as they 
left. It carried only the tiniest hint of 
a spark, but cigarettes cling to life 
with the tenacity of an octopus. With- 
in seconds the butt was a glowing em- 
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ber, and soon ignited the dried wisps 

of moss it had fallen conveniently into. 
For almost a week it slowly ate its 

way through the matted, fibrous top- 

soil, hardly more than alight, and at 

this point easily extinguished with only 

a few drops of water. But the skies 

remained clear and the fire continued 

until it reached the slashings that 

John and his buddies should have burn- 

ed when the ground was wet. The 

smouldering mass found new life in 

then dried fir needles and soon flicker- 
ed into flame. 

The next weekend, when the boys 
arrivedbent on the christening cere- 
mony, they were just in time to as- 
sist the Forest Rangers confine the 
fire to the cabin area alone. At first 
John wouldn’t believe that a cigarette 
had been responsible, but after a 
Ranger showed him the path that the 
fire had followed, he was dumbfound- 
ed. ‘‘Just a cigarette butt,’’ he said 
sadly, ‘‘and I thought it was out. ’’ 


Just acigarette butt. Nearly every- 
one smokes:and everyone discarding 
a butt or match is sure that it is out 
yet these butts and matches mirac- 
ulously came to life and caused 17-1/2 
per cent of the Forest Fires reported 
in B.C. during 1948. Averaged over 
the past ten years, smokers have been 
responsible for 289 fires a year. In 
1948 they started slightly less than 
this amount, not because of greater 
carefullness by the public, but solely 
because of exceptionally favorable 
weather conditions. In fact Forest 
Fires in 1948 were only 51 per cent of 
the average outbreak. Fighting ‘smo- 
ker caused fires’ cost approximately 
21 per cent of the total spent by the 
Forestry Department fighting fires in 
the province during 1948. In other 
words, slightly over one dollar in 
every five is spent fighting fires 
caused solely by careless smokers. 

This figure isn’t very reassuring to 
Officials of the Public Relations Div- 
ision of the B.C. Forest Service. 
These officials labor ceaselessly in 
an effort to awaken the public to-the 
danger of smoking inthe woods during 
the fire season. As one Forest Ran- 
ger grimly put it ‘‘the only consol- 
ation is that the public at least isn’t 
getting any worse. ’’ In reality, how— 
ever, the Fire Prevention Campaign _ 
is proving effective. In 1948 the per-— 
centage of smoker ~-caused fires was in 


> 


keeping with the ten year average, 
while inthe same period B. C.’s pop- 
ulation has increasedby a third. For- 
estry officials are far from satisfied, 
because they know that if the public 
would only think before throwing away 
amatchor cigarette, 17-1/2 per cent 
of B.C.’s Forest Fires would never 
start. 

Perhapsthe greatest single reason 
for so high a proportion of smoker- 
caused fires is that the public fail to 
realize how easily fires are started 
in the woods or along roadsides. 
George found out for himself, although 
he didn’t know that he was the cause. 


In August he loaded his wife and 
children into the family car and set 
out for a two week trip to Prince 
George. The day they rolled through 
the ranch country of the Cariboo the 
district was inthe grip of a prolonged 
heat wave. Fire conditions had reach- 
ed the stage known to Forestry Of- 
ficialsas ‘‘explosive.’’ George, un- 
fortunately didn’t know this. As they 


drove along he admired the miles of 
split rail fence that line the highway 
through the range district, and mar- 
velledat the labor that must have gone 
into the construction. He also unthink- 
ingly flicked his cigarette butt out of 
the window as they passed. 

The butt landedona piece of shred- 
dedbark, smoulderedfor awhile, and 
then burst intoflame. The blaze trav- 
elledthroughthe half dried grass and 
was soon licking hungrily at the tinder 
dry fence George had admired. Under 
the ideal burning conditions that pre- 
vailedthe fire would soon have cover - 
ed many acres. Fortunately a Grey- 
hound bus arrived just then and the 
driver with the aid of his passengers 
soon had the blaze under control. 

On the homeward journey a week 
later George’s wife noticed the burnt 
areaandcommented about it. ‘‘Prob- 
ably some careless smoker, ’’ George 
said, as they sped by. What George 
probably didn’t know was that the same 
careless smoker was responsible for 
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a staggering 32 per cent of the damage 
done in B.C. by Yorest Fires during 
1948. 

Incoldcash, or hot in this case, it 
cost $7,611.50 to fight fires caused 
by smokers; while these fires did 
nearly $182,000.00 damage before 
they were brought under control. 
Smokers rank next to lightning as the

chief cause of Forest Fires, and when 
one considers the thousands of light- 
ning bolts that strike the Province 
each summer, it provides some idea 
of the number of live matches and cig- 
arettesthat must be discarded by the 
huff and puff addicts. 

Another perennial headache to the 
Forest Ranger isthe camper. Despite 


the fact that every man off the paved 
trail considers himself a cross be- 
tween Dan Boone and Tarzan, quite 
able to cope with any situation, cam- 
perscaused 105 fires during 1948. It 
cost $3,000. 00 to fight these fires 
and they did an additional $3, 300. 00 
damage. It must be remembered, too, 
that owing to abundant rainfall during 
1948, outbreak of camper causedfires 
was only about 55 per cent of average. 
Like the guns that aren’t loaded and 
the cigarettesthat are out, it is main- 
ly the camp fires that are out that 
cause the trouble. An exception to 
this was the experience of two young 
U. B.C. co-eds. 

They were spending their holidays 
in the country and one day while on a 
hike decided to build a fire to toast 
their sandwiches. The idea wasn’t 
wise in the first place and the fire 
they built was big enough to use as a 
signal beacon. It soon set the sur- 
rounding grass on fire and had all the 
earmarks of developing into a first- 
class conflagration. Fortunately the 
girls recovered from their initial 
excitement and rallied to the attack. 
After an hour of strenuous beating with 
their jackets they quelled the flames 
with no damage other than a pair of 
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smudged faces and two badly singed 
coats. Now whenthe girls see a poster 
with the notation ‘‘Prevent Forest 
Fires’’ they know first hand just what 
that means. 

When breaking camp, most campers 
have the common sense tothrow water 
on a campfire. The trouble is they 
don’t realize the latent power of a 
campfire to revive itself. A fire that 
to all intents is out may be a bed of 
coals underneath the surface ash, and 
these coals subsequently spreadto the 
fibrous ground roots. It might smould- 
er in a small area for weeks before 
doing any real damage, but sooner or 
later it comes in contact with dried 
windfalls, roots of dead sage, or other 
inflammable substance. Then the 
trouble starts. 

For this reason Forest Rangers 
always advise campers to build their 
firesona beachor equally sandy sur- 
face. Ifitis necessary to camp in the 
woods, and providing the woods are 
not closedto campfires because of the 
fire hazard, first remove the surface 
leaves and roots for a distance of three 
feet in every direction from the edge 
of the fire and build the fire on the 
exposed mineral soil. Never start a 
fire within ten feet of a log, stump, 
snag, or tree, and never, never build 
afire under aspruce or other connifer 
because the bows on these trees hang 
close to the ground and are as allergic 
toflames as gasoline. On leaving loc- 
ation douse the fire thoroughly or 
cover it with sand, never dirt, and 
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when you know the fire to be out, re- 
peat the process, justto be sure. Re- 
member, also, that from May 1st to 
September 30th a campfire permit is 
necessary. These permits are issued 
by any Forestry Office and are one of 
the few remaining permits that are 
given for free. 

Fires causedby campers, likefires 
caused by smokers, have no excuse 
for being, and to this end the Public 
Relations branch of the Forest Service 
works untiringly. When a Public Re- 
lations Officer asked one weather- 
beaten Ranger whether he thought the 
Fire Prevention Campaign effective. 
the smoke-streaked veteran thought 
carefully and said, ‘‘How can youteach 
peopletobe careful with matches and 
cigarettes in the woods when they don’t 
even practice safety in their homes? 
They throw butts in wastepaper bas- 
kets and smoke in bed. They’re al- 
ways burning themselves outa house 
and home. ’’ 
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at his companion. He could not believe 
what his friend had just disclosed. 

“My God man. Why didn’t you tell 
me before? I could have looked at it.

Pierce explained that, as far as he 
could remember, the outcropping 
must have been at least fifteen feet 
wide and probably a foot thick. Then 
asa thought struck him, he got to his 
feet. 

I’ve got the ore 
right here. I’1l show you. Maybe it’s 
no good though. ”’ 

Pierce delved into his pack and 
withdrew ahandin which was clutched 
the sample of mineral. He tossed it 
to Burton. 

“‘Welll’ll be darned. Look at this. 
Why, it’s almost pure silver. ’’ 

The big man: took his knife and, 
scraping the metal, brought forth a 
gleam that blazed in the lamp-light. 
Their expedition had been successful 
after all. Here was silver. Rich sil- 
ver. Who knows how much? 

The atmosphere of the cabin con- 
tained excitement that night as the 
rum bottle was emptied in celebration. 
Winter was at hand and nothing could 
be accomplished for at least six 
months. The men decided to make an 
extensive trip into the region of Mc- 
Lean’s retreat early the following 
summer, after the deep snows had 
disappeared. 

Although excited about the silver 
discovery, Burton was more concern- 
ed about the placer deposits and in- 
tended fulfilling his original mission. 
However, ifhe found nothing, then he 
could always returntothe silver lode. 
The big man seemed more in search of 
adventure than wealth. 

All this happened during 1948. Bur- 
ton had determined returning to the 
scene of his adventure during the sum- 
mer of the succeeding year but it is 
believed that nothing came of these 
plans and to all outward appearances 
the treasure, locked in the fastness 
of Alexander McLean’s Retreat, re- 
mains hidden. It is inevitable that an- 
other chapter will be enacted to this

G.) Gordon and accosted me in the 
store. Of course I recognized him at 
once, but am doubtful if he recognized 
me. At least he never mentioned an 
acquaintance or under what circum- 
stances. There wasno mention of our 
mutual relations in the late eighties. 

At any rate he was appointed to teach 
inthe Ashcroft school by the approval 
of the Board. Itisneedless to say that 
bygones were bygones, sofaras I was 
concerned. Ashcroft school was aone- 
teacher dimension at that time. 

The following information with re- 
gard to R.G. Gordon I have derived 
from Judge Calder, retired, who was 
County Court Judge for Cariboo until 


recently, and who knew Gordon in- 
timately in the early years of the 
century. 


““Gordon,’’ he says, ‘‘was of Scot- 
tish descent onhis Mother’s side who 
was aStewart. He was born about the 
year 1861 onafarm in Pictou County, 
Nova Scotia. Beyond the ‘Little Red 
School House, ’he was educated at Pic- 
tou Academy and Dalhousie University; 
when, ashe confessed to me, he ‘had 
no inborn gift of mental dexterity, and 
therefore could not be a successful 
surgeon. ”’ 

For health reasons he came west, 
stopping for awhile at Salt Lake City 
where anelder brother was already 
established as a medical doctor. In 
B.C. he taught school for a time in 
New Westminster where one of his

pupils was Richard McBride, who 
afterwards became premier of the 
province, and Sir Richard. 

“‘Again failing health, ‘with a spot 
on one lung,’ pada advic e of Dr. Hall, 
he went to Lillooet. The doctor had 
promisedhim a cure by breathing the 
scented air of the sage bush abd pine 
woods of the upper country. Happily 
both promised cures were realized 
and he grew to be strong and sturdy. 

He taught school at Lillooet and sub- 
sequently at Ashcroft, where I was 
privileged first to meet him on the 
19th day of September, 1899. We be- 
came fast friends. 

Early in the century he was at one 
time suggested for promotion as In- 
spector of Schools, and Dick McBride 
his former pupil, who had recently be- 
come Premier of the province, prom- 
ised his support. But at that time Dr. 
Sandy Robinson who was Superinten- 
dent of Schools, objected so strongly 
that the Premier had to abandon be- 
stowing the honor. 

The last time I saw him was ina bed 
inthe basement of the Jubilee Hospital, 
Victoria, with several incurables, 
speechless and apparently bereft of 
memory and reason. It was, to me, 
asad and tragic spectacle. His only 
financial resources a mere $50.00 a 
month pension as a retired school 
master -- a sad ending for a life and 
personality that deserved more from 
his country. ”’

What had startled them at first was 
that infollowing deer and sheep thro- 
ugh the valley, the tracks would sud- 
denly come to adeadend as if they had 
dissolvedinto thin air. And as if this 
wasn’t bad enough, a few days later 
one of the hunters was missing, and 
when trailed, was found to have gone 
the same way. This was becoming 
pretty spooky, but they were brave 
warriors, soina tightly-formed, well 
armed body, all the available men 
marched into the Valley to investigate 
the mystery and possibly find some 
trace of the missing tribesman. But 
no sign of body, bow or mocassins 
could be found.

terror when upon reaching the open 
and counting noses, it was discovered 
that two of their party had also vanish- 
ed. That was enough for them, they 
pulled out for safer territory. 

Later a very oldand wise medicine 
man, was able to explain satisfact- 
orily the baffling phenomenon: The 
bancished evil spirits, deprived of 
banished evil spirits, deprived ofa 
Happy Hunting Ground, were striving 
to ‘‘stock up’’ one of their own, and 
were laying hold of all living creatures 
that came within the bounds of that 
accursed forest, transforming them 
into the supernatural instantly. Just 
why men were also taken was never 
fully explained. Nor was any satis- 
factory solution arrived at, for doing 
anything about it. From then on the 
Indians simply kept away, and would 
not willingly even come within seeing 
distance of the evil place. It was also 
believed that the mere mention of it 
would bring calamity to a whole family 
or tribe.

Inrespect to export permits 
covering trophies taken out of the 
Yukon Territory, no charge is made. 
No person shall discharge any fire- 
arms withina distance of one mile 
from the centre line of the Alaska 
Highway and Haines cut-off road.

DEFINITION OF GUIDE LICENCE 
CLASSIFICATIONS. 

A First Class Guide (A) shall be one 
who has acted as guide in the Province 
for aperiod of at least three years in 
the ten years immediately preceding 
his application for a guide’s licence 
and who has suitable equipment for 
out-fitting any person desiring to hunt 
game. 

A Second Class Guide (B) shall be 
one who has acted as a guide in the 
Province for a period of at least three 
years in the ten years immediately 
preceding his applicationfor a guide’s 
licence, but who cannot qualify asa 
First Class Guide. 

An Assistant Guide. .. shall be one who 
cannot qualify as a First or Second 
Guide, but is entitled to act as guide 
inthe hunting of game birds or angling. 


In the following list ‘‘A’’ designates 
a First Class Guide, ‘‘B’’ a Second 
Class Guide. To have included the 


Assistant or Class ‘‘C’’ Guides, and 
to have covered the whole of the Pro- 
vince, we would have to devote the en- 
tire issue to this section, since the 
list runs to many thousands names, 
Rather than that, we have listed only 
the A and B Guides operating between 
the Hope-Princeton Highway on the 
south through to the Cariboo, Central 
B.C. andthe north country through to 
the Yukon border. To insure being 
accommodated, make your reser- 
vations early. Elsewhere on these 
pages will be found a summary of the 
Yukon Game Regulations as provided 
by Them Kjar, Director of the Yukon 
Game Department.

THE DEVIL'S HOLLOW 
continued from page3l 


The stories heard from the early 
prospectors concerning the valley 
were certainly less picturesque than 
the Indian legend, but scarcely less 
Sinister. 

Sometime in the late fall of 1861 a 
prospector showed up at atrading post 
on the Fraser River and reported find- 
ing a promising placer location away 
to the devil and gone, back in the hills. 
Leaving with a light outfit and grub- 
stake, he said he expected to be away 
until the next spring. But spring, 
summer and winter came and went and 
still no lone prospector. Nor was he 
he ever seen. Of course in those days 
this was not unusual, plenty of miners 
would go into the mountains and come 
out some other way and wander off and 
not be heard of again at the places 
where they went in. 

In the summer of 1863 two men 
droppedin at the same store that had 
supplied the lone prospector, two 
years previously. They too reported 
promising ground, but that it had been 
discovered before them. By all indica- 
tions it was some one who planned to 
workitalone. A very small log cabin 
hadbeen built with a bunk of one-man 
size. By allindications it would seem 
the lone occupant had planned on stay- 
ingfora considerable time, but must 
have left very soon after completing 
hiscamp. Only a small quantity of his 
supplies had been used, and only a 
start hadbeen made in mining. There 
was plenty of evidence to prove that 

e hadnot planned on being gone long; | 
his entire outfit even to gun and hunt- 
ing knife were still in the cabin. Nor 
was there anything to suggest theft 
or foul play. There were no signs of 
a struggle, and in plain sight in the 
bunk, was a leather poke containing 
bills and coins of a considerable a-

mount, as wellasafewounces of nug- 
gets. 

The two prospectors had searched 
for a possible body but could make 
little headway, as they reported the 
forest inthe valley so dense, that even 
at midday, one could scarcely see 
farther than fifty yards or so. 

At the time, this case was consider - 
ed by those who heard of it, as unusual, 
but not altogether inexplicable. Asthis 
was grizzly country, there were num- 
erous occasions where men had been 
killed instantly within sight of their 
cabins. Bears or wolves could easily 
have carried the body off, and after 
two years’ time, even clothing would 
be difficult to find. So representatives 
of the scant law that then existed in 
the district, having little time for such 


a vague case, promptly forgot about it. © 


The two miners left for their dis- 
tant claim in high spirits late in Sept- 
ember. They were never seen again. 

By the following June, the store- 
keeper who had last seenthe two pros- 
pectors, reportedthey had not turned 
up. They had asked to have mail held 
over pending their return, making it 
improbable for them to have come out 
by some other route. This being the 
second disappearance of men, in this 
case, public interest was roused suf- 
ficiently to effect the organization of a 
small search party. One of the first 
suggestions was to secure Indians to 
guide them in, as it was known to be 
such an inaccessible region. It was at 
this point they began to realize they 
were up against something and stran-

ger than that which met the eye. 

~ To begin with, local natives can- 
vassed for the job pleaded total ignor- 
ance of country so far from home and 
suggested others in various localities. 
Some of these in turn seemed suspic - 
iously anxious to know exactly where 
they were to guide the white men and 
the precise reason for going there. 
Then stubbornly refusing to give an 
explanation, flatly refusedto budge in 
that direction, or even discuss it. 

It wasthought at the time by some 
that a possible connection might ex- 
ist between the missing miners and 
the Indians refusal to help. Inthe first 
years of the gold rush to the Interior 
numerous small parties had been at- 
tacked and a number of known deaths 
and unexplained disappearances re- 
sulted. 

Fortunately, before public opinion 
had gotten out of control a mission- 
ary turned up who happened to be a 
pretty good authority on the old Ind- 
ian legend. The members of the search 
party sawthen, thefutility of expect- 
ing help from this quarter and their 
Sispicions of the Indians were unfound- 
ed, so struck out through the moun- 
tains as best they knew how. 

Undoubtedly, it was a tough trip 
with not one of them knowing exactly 
where they were going and it seems 
remarkable now, after seeing the 
country they had to get through that 
they reached their destination at all. 
But get through they did and found 
the cabin and placer claimas expected. 


As in the case of the builder and 
first occupant of the cabin it was a- 
gain found deserted. All evidence 
showed that the two prospectors had 
moved in and had made preparations 
for spending considerable time there. 
But again a fog of mystery closed in 
as previously. A grubstake clothing 
tools and personal articles were in- 
tact, though this time a faint clue of 
what was taking place in this grim 
valley of horror, turned up in a shak- 


““May 1 borrow a cup of mud?”’ 


ily written message on a piece of 
wrapping paper found on the floor. 

The faint scribble dated December 
15, 1863 statedthat the writer’s par- 
tner having gone out three days prev- 
iously, tohunt on the opposite side of 
the valley, failedto return. And when 
searched for it was discovered his 
tracks had come to a dead end less 
than half a mile from the cabin. His 
rifle was lying on the ground, but no 
other trace couldbefound. The writer 
stated he was leaving immediately 
even though he was aware that the long 
trailout, at that time of the year was 
practically suicidal. That tragedy had 
overtaken him before his attempted 
flight was evidenced by his bedroll 
still being on his bunk.

tax of $2 on each person entering the 
country. Originally intended as a re- 
munerationto the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany for such entrance, when Sir E. B. 

Lytton refused his consent, the tax 
was, nevertheless, continued on be- 

half of the general revenue, though it 
was not until June, 1859, that a pro- 
clamation was issued legally levying 
it and reducing it to 4 shillings. The 
Californian miners who constituted 
the inrush of 1858 evaded these taxes 
by taking by-paths, as the trail from 
Whatcom, or debarking at that port or 
Semiahmoo and entering by canoes. 

To enforce payment, H. M.S. Satellite 
was stationed at the mouth of the 
Fraser River. The miners chose then 
the narrowentrance, Canoe Pass, or 
so arrangedtheir itinerary asto reach 
the mouth of the river at night. The 
old brig Recovery - a mere hulk was 
then anchored inthe vicinity of Lang- 
ley to collect these charges. But now 
the Home Government interfered, 

pointing out that the miners’ license 
could only be collected from persons 
engaged in mining. The necessity of 
following the miners into spots fear- 
fully wild and almost inaccessible 


greatly increased the cost of collection. 


In August, 1858, anadvalorem duty 
of ten per cent was levied on all goods 
entering the colony. It was supposed 
by those who paid it to be compen- 
sation for the breach of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company’s license of exclusive 
trade with the Indians, though it was, 
later, stated officially that this duty 
was merely collected by the company 
as agents for the Government. This 
incident shows how vague and in- 
distinct were the lines between the 
company’s acts and the Crown’s acts, 
for in every case the actor, though 
acting on the Crown’s behalf, was an 
employee of the company, and the act 
itself done in the company’s office or 
trading post. When well-informed men 
like Mr. Amor de Cosmos, the editor 
of the Victoria Gazette, were in doubt 
on such a point, the mental condition. 
of the average miner can be readily 
conceived. These duties were levied 
without any proclamation authorizing 
them, until December, 1858, when 
James Douglas, who in the preceding 
September had become Governor of 
the colony, issued a proclamation 
levying a duty of ten per cent on all 
goods imported, except flour, bacon 
spirituous and fermented liquors, 
beans, barley, and oats, which were 
subject to certain specified rates. 
There were a certain number of ar- 
ticles, suchas meat, fish, live stock, 
books, andpapers, wearing apparel, 
and professional apparatus, on the 
free list. 

Up tothe endof February, 1850, the 


mining licenses produced 6, 522 po- 
unds, the head money, 1,417 pounds, 
the Customs, 5,398 pounds. These 
items, with 100 pounds for a license 
to sell intoxicating liquor at Langley, 
and 6, 651 pounds, the proceeds of the 
sale of lots at old Fort Langley (Derby), 
constituted the revenue to that date. 

Tocollect the mining licenses had cost 
3,390 pounds, of which 2, 143 pounds 
representedthe expense of maintain- 
ing H.M.S. Satellite at the mouth of 
Fraser River, and the Recovery at 
Langley and ‘Queensborough (New- 

Westminster). The Ned McGowan war 

had cost 504 pounds and the Harrison- 
Lillooet trail 12,064 pounds. The net 
result of the first year’s operations 
was a deficit of 2,135 pounds. 

The Customs duties were, in the 
following June, increased, especially 
on liquor, tobacco, and articles of food 
entering largely into the consumption 
of the mining population. This was a 
sort of off-set to the reduction of the 
mining license which, by proclamation 
of August 31, 1859, was reduced from 
21 shillings a month to 1 pound per 
annum. As a further source of rev- 
enue, a tax of 12 shillings per ton, 
known as the tonnage tax, was, by 
proclamation of December 10, 1859, 
levied on all goods leaving New West- 
minster. In reporting this measure, 
Governor Douglas says: ‘‘This is 
simply arevenue act, intended to raise 
afundtobe applied to the opening and 
improvement of the navigation in the 
Fraser and Harrison Rivers, and es- 
pecially to the removal of an extensive 
shoal in the latter which renders it 
impassable by the river steam-ves- 
sels for a great part of the year.’’ The 
estimated receipts from this source 
for 1860 were 8,000 pounds.
